“The attempt ‘of the Pieris 
Rican people to obtain national 
independence has brought an an- 
swer of: the United States finan- 
cial interests. Albizu .Campos, 
President of the Nationalist Par- 
ty of Puerto Rico and seven 
others are in jail under sen- 
tence of ter. years in the Federal 
penitentiary, charged with sedi- 
tion. 

“Protests in their behalf have 
been. countered by machine guns|. 
in the hands of the police, which 
resulted in the killing of fifteen 
defenseless men and women and 
the wounding of more than a 
hundred on Sunday, March 21, 
in Ponce. More than _ seventy 
are . held in jail charged with 
inciting to riot. The direct. res- 
ponsibility for those attacks rests 
on the shoulders of Governor 
Winship and the department of 
Insular Affairs headed by Er- 
nest ‘Gruening. 

“Thé freedom of Albizu Cam- 
pos ‘and other political prisoners 
is a responsibility of the Amer- 
ican people as well as the Puerto 
Ricans. We ask that every lib- 
erty loving ‘American aid in this 
important fight for the freedom 
of the leader of the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico.” 

Faseists Have Not 
Given Up Spanish Campaign 

Of the fact that Mussolini and 
Hitler have received terrific set- 
backs:to date in Spain there can 
be no. doubt. It is true also 
that sending further troops on 
the wholesale basis necessary to 
3é¢riofisly change the tide there 
would meet the more severe ob- 
stacles than in the past. 

But it was the necessity of 
“showing results” that prompted 
this course in the first place, 
and the time has certainly not 
arrived to thmk Hitler or Mus- 
solini, or both, will net make 
such a move at the cost of new 
millions of lives. 

Some .of the alternative prop: 
osals, now coming forward from 
conservatives in Germany are 
hinted by Frederic Sondern in the 
New York Times and Wallace 
R. Deuel of the Chicago Daily 
News. 

Deuel speaks of. “certain im- 
portant elements in Germany 
which favor a reversal of. the 
Nazi attitude towards Russia and 
advocate a policy of friendship 
toward the Soviets.” 

Their contention. reports Neuél, 
is than English and American ben- 
evblence .toward Germany is 
shaky, that ‘ French hostility is 
implacable, and ‘that Nazi econ- 
omy is putting a strain on the 
German: people which they will 
not forever endure. 

Worse than this there is a. 
growing dissatisfaction even in 
army circles with the Spanish 
campaign, There is the uncom- 


fortable realization that the Ger- 


man-Japanese “anti-Communist” 
pact has tended to produce unity 
in China and. disunity in the 
circles of Japanese imperialism. 
A’ Choice That Makes 
Fascism More Desperate 

These. are only examples of 
the predicaments faced by the 
Fascist dictators who face the 


task of virtually admitting fail- 


ure to their followers or attempt- 
ing to get out of the complica- 
tions by bolder and more pro- 
vocative ventures.

I bought a ton of 1935 crop 
barley a few weeks ago and was 
forced to pay the outrageous 
price of $2.15 per e.w.t. for it! 
The grain farmer got from 40 
to 60 cents for this grain. 

The Associated Farmers do. not 
mention these things because a 
whole lot of them like R. J. Mc- 
Clain (he’s an ex-auto mechanic) 
are not farmers, and the ones 
who are, like Bernard Grover- 
man, are wealthy industrial. 
farmers wno made more on. spe- 
culation in grain than they ever 
did farming.

Apply” is the sign which haunts | 
young unemployed Californians 
today. Factory and building pro- 
duction is decidedly on the up- 
grad@é but the unskilled: young 
worker is still on the wrdng side 
of the employment office .door. 

And. the thousands of such 
unskilled girls and young men 
in- California are either. unem- 
ployed or still unable to follow 
their desired .vocation. For in 
the depression years of 1930-1935 
even adult craftsmen were cut 


down to part time skeleton 
crews, The normal entrance of 
young apprentices’ into the 


trades and the subsequent natur- 
al training on-the job were al- 
most entirely blocked. The fu- 
ture craftsmen of California had 
to take time out for five long 
years. 

Now, however, the employers 
of skilled labor are ‘beginning to

Apprentice Classes 

The second assisting body, the 
industrial educdtion~bureau, has 
direct supervision and responsi- 
ility for apprentice classes, in- 
structors, etc. These formal 
classes are naturally only one 
part of the entire apprentice- 
ship, must of the training being 
done on the job. The head of 
the Bureau is also a member of 
the California Committee on Ap:

While anti-labor and = anti- 
strike legislation may not’ be 
new, it is coming hot and heavy 
at this particular time and’ de- 
mands a maximum amount of 
alertness and mass protest on 
the part of labor (and plenty of 
pressure on your congressman). 

Secretary of Labor. Frances 
Perkins must have spoken with 
tongue in cheek the other day 
when she said that no federal 
legislation, looking toward the 
control of labor unions, was in 
the congressional offing. 

Maritime labor is fighting an 
important battle against the Guf- 
fey Ship Labor Act, which 
would impose the Railway La- 
bor Act compulsory arbitration 
machinery on the maritime un- 
ions. 

Legislation is threatened which 
would force unions to incorpor- 
ate—which would place the un- 
ions directly under the super- 
vision and contro] of the gov- 
ernment. That’s somethnig labor 
wil] fight to the bitter end. In 
England such a law is popularly 
known as the “Scabs’ Charter,” 
for very good reasons. 

‘Perkins herself has proposed 
that a governmental fact-finding 
commission be set up, with sub- 
poena power, which would tend 
to bring umions under govern- 
‘ment supervision. Even Bill 
Green denounced this as com- 
pulsory arbitration. 

Miss Perkins herself proposed 
that first labor unions “be per- 
mitted to achieve some recog- 
nized status,’ and then incor: 
poration might be a good thing.

Chief point of attack, however, 
was Bill Busick, délegate’ of Lo- 
cal 266, and ILGWU. organizer.
